Judging by the 
lislory of the insect In Massachusetts 
here I* likely to be a rapid aud steady 
ncreaseofthe Insect unless measures 
are taken to check It. The sooner till* 
check is applied the cheaper It will be. 
Two or tbree thoin-and dollars judi- 
ciously applied this spring will do more 
than ten thousand can accomplish if 
the work is deferred for a year or two. 
The history of the fight against tbe In- 
sect In Massachusetts should bea lesson 
to this stale. The work was deferred 
too long but by hard work and the ap- 
propriation of large sums of money the 
insect was brought under control. 
It 


was so nearly exterminated that the 
people thought it useless lo make fur- 
ther appropriations to carry on the 
work. The tight bad to be abandoned 
when victory was in sight aud the re- 
sult is that the pest is as numerous as 
it ever was. 


The insect lives over winter in the 


egg state. This is tbe point in I s life 
history iu which it i* most cheap- 
y destroyed. The application with a 
brush of a mixture of creosote aud coal 
ar will destroy tbe egge. As each 
duster contain* from 500 to 1000 egg* a 
little effort expended at thi» time will 
prevent tbe batching out of a large 
number of caterpillars. 


It would seem that thit is an upper- 


unity when tbe city aud slate should 
oln hands for tbe cornuiou good. If 
be Insect i* permitted to spread it will 
be only a short time before it will 
reach Roger William* Park. Tbe city 
must tbeu expend a large amount of

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STRONG PROTEST 


If iniittn Urgtd to Oppot* the 


Rockefeller Gift 


MONEY IS NOT "TAINTED" 


Donor*! Own Action* Declared 


to Hare Singled Him Out •» 
Notorious luatance ol Evil Kl- 
cuient Iu Our National Life 


Boston, April 5.—The committee of 


Congregational clergymen who are pro- 
testing against the acceptance hy the 
American Board of Commissioners for 
1-oi-eign Missions of John D. Rocke- 
feller's gift of $100.000 will have to 
conduct iheir crusade unassisted in any 
t'unu b>". the prudential committee of 
the American Board. 


After a protracted 
conference be- 


tween representatives of the protest- 
Ing clergymen's committee and three 
members of the prudential committee, 
the latter refused absolutely to join 
the protestauts in tnei- movement to 
briug before the Congregational clergy 
of the country reasons for or against 
the acceptance of the gift by the Amer- 
ican Board. 


At a late hour last night tlie com- 


mittee of protesting clergymen com- 
pleted its statement, which was printed 
and sent broadcast today. It is being 
sent to every member of the American 
Board and to every Congregational 
clergyman in the United States. After 
reciting brietly the history of the con- 
troversy, the statement says, under the 
caption "The Main Issue:" 


The protest rests on tlie conviction 


that the church must not stand in com- 
promising relation to a man who in 
public thought represents methods that 
arc oppressive, dangerous and wrong 
\\'f cannot disregard the effect of tin 
association which his name, in view 
-of facts 
that are 
widespread 
auii 


notorious, unfortunately carries with it 
'The church cannot afford to enter into 
any relation that may weaken or dis- 
credit It In the fulfillment of its task 
The main question is one of the moral 
prestige and power of thr church. 


All the confusion arising from the 


literal 
use of 
the figure "tainted 


money" may he brushed aside at once. 
Money Is impersonal: It Is not tainted 
and cannot taint morally 
It is by vol- 


untary relation to the'donors that 
moral responsibility Is incurred. 


The church owes it to itself and the 


:pnbllc conscience to acknowledge re- 
sponsibility when It voluntarily, enter* 
Into dealings with a dotor who stands 
openly impeached of serious offense* 
which it is our rtury to condemn. 


It Is not required thnt the church 


form a tribunal to pass judgment on 
personal character or probe into the 
business methods of ail givers. Such 
examination is not necessary in refus- 
ing a gift. 
Public belief and expres- 


sion, formed on 
extensive 
eviilence 


through a long series of years, furnish 
sumcinent basis for such action. This 
works no "injustice to an individual" 
by "singling him out" among others 
suspected of being "as had as he."

after a reasonable time has passed, and 
there ia uever any dispute with hisllnd- 
iugs;so itstaudsasa law of the Island!, 
aud it is tbrtuiiats that he ia as strong, 
ante and tactful a man as be is. Every- 
body here worships him. 
Governor 


Wright is what might be called a liber- 
al democrat, aud his decisions are al- 
waya on the aide of liberality and clem- 
eucy, where he finds it in bib conscience 
to have them ao. 
I once fouud him 


much exercised because of the action of 
the aim-imperialists, who, with mis- 
taken zeal, were seudiug"iudepeudence" 
literature among the natives, which was 
translated and printed quite freely in 
the native papers. It ia uot a sort of 
thing agaiust which you want to leg! 
•late, but if the people who do these 
thiuga understood what the practical 
•Beet is they would uot make them- 
selves so mischievous. 


The islands are uow pretty well paci- 


fied, but the mass of iguorant Filipinos 
do u it understand tbe American idea 
of government, theii idea, of iudepen- 
• deuce being freedom of a few to oppose 
tbeuiau.v. Oue of the principal diffi- 
culties with which tbe governor rinds 
himself confronted is keeping tbe na- 
tive officials from oppressing those un- 
der them; many lUHtaueea occur where 
•oue or another of them seems tilled 
with the belief that Ibis is tbe purpose 
for winch they were elected or appoint- 
ed. As u mailer of fact, the Filipino 
has very much ujore of self-government 
uow than he ever bad or dreamed of 
baviug under the old regime under the 
.Spaniard: The towns are all self-gov- 
erned, and tbe provinces have gover- 
nors elected by the people. Tbe central 
government Is largely American iu the 
high positions iu tue executive, five- 
eight!! Americans lu the legislative, 
and one-ball Americans In the judicial. 
Wheu I say largely American in tbe 
executive I mean that the bulk of tbe 
offices are held by the Americans, al- 
though the majority of the employees 
are ,Filipiuos. 
The peace is wholly 


kept by constabulary aud saints which 
are natives, who, uuder American offi- 
cers, make extremely good soldiers; uu- 
der native officers they are much more 
likely to tyrauulze over everyone aud 
become unbearable. 


Tbe ignorant Filipino is very easily 


led, aud is very superstitious, aud it Is 
surprising that the American, who can- 
not speak bis language, has as much 
of a grip ou him an he has. 
Any skil- 


ful orator can do as Mark Anthuuy did 
—Incite his hearers to rebellion. Their 
idea of independence is something; very 
humorous. There is uot oue iu a hun- 
dred of the common people that knows 
what it means, and when the insurrec- 
tion was started they were just told by 
their leaders that it was a good thing to 
get, and that satislied them. As au ex- 
ample of what Independence meaus to 
these people, they tell of a native who 
told bis hearers lhat he would climb 
up into u tree and bring down a box 
with independence in II. This, he pro- 
ceeded to do, and suggested that the 
people should pay him money. 
He 


said when ho had received enough hi 
would open the box and Id indepen. 
deuce out. He had nothing but some 
•old newspapers iu the uox. Later he 
was hanged for murdering some of bin 
neighbors. Another mau whowan cap- 
tured was asked why he had not come 
lu, and he said he was waiting until he 
bad got independence. 
When be was 


asked how he was going to get it he 
said his captain had gone over to an- 
other island, aud was going to get it 
and bring it back with him. 
He seem- 


ed to have au idea it was coming back 
iu his pocket.- 


The Filipinos are pretty well satisfied 


on the whole wilh the government. 
They are suffering from hard timed, 
owing to the difficulties through which 
they have gone. 
You cauuot change 


Jour government, your market, your 
curreucy, go through a war, lose uiuetv 


; per ceut of your draft animals from 
• disease, go through the scourge of bu- 
: bonic plague aud Asiatic cholera, to 


say nothing of having a devastation of 
crops by locusts, aud have these things 
all .come witbiu six years and still 
-have tbe couutry as prosperous aa it 
was before. There is just now au in- 
dustrial lull, but indications are that 
things are beginning to brighten up 
aud once the people get to nlantlug 
again instead of plumbiug, for a 1 v- 
ing tbe couutry will become prosperous. 
The long and short of it Is that there 
have always been a great many rob- 
bers or bandits who, unwilling lo work, 
have preyed U|x>n those who are work- 
ers. These people under the guise of 
fighting for independence so as to give 
themselves a creditable name, band to- 
gether and threaten tbe working people 
with all sorts of alrocilies if they do 
uoi give ihem money and supplies. If 
they have a few guus iu their posses- 
sion ihey very quickly create a reign of 
terror, and every once iu a while some 
atrocity is perpetrated by Ihese men in 
revenge ou those who have given infor- 
mation agaiust them, or who have re- 
fused to give them money and assis- 
tance. 
When 1 called in Katangaa a 


few days w> Ihey Dldlme there were 
eevt-ral men in the hospital whose lipa 
Had licen cm oil and I'aces otherwise 
mutilated by the ladrone.s because they 
were suspected of having igiven infor- 
mation us to tlieir whereabouts to the 
troops. Of course, such performances 
make these "patriots." unpopular with 
t'leir people. There is only one possible 
way to handle these outlaws, and that 
is as Is done In the United States »ud 
lu all other well-goveriied countries; to 
send out police, run them down, shoot- 
ing ihose who resisl and putting .those 
who are captured in prison for long 
terms. 
Unless a Filipino is ccriaiu 


that one of these men is going to be 
convicted he will not testify against 
mm. 
Fisk Warren and other men 


who believe as he does, have told me 
that these outlaws are patriots, and 
tuat (hey are like George Washington 
auu the Adamses, Alighting for their
